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There were order mistakes in 2 games last time. In C game a vital English move 
was omitted accidentally (it was corrected via mail. Thus, England, A RHUR TO KIEL 
succeeded, supported by F Holland. Russ. A Kiel was eliminated. In E game Dygert 
should have been directed to retreat and was not. I have a retreat in anyway. Miller 
submitted conditional moves depending an the retreat. In this case that was the pro- 
per thing to da, since no player may be penalized for gamesmaster error. 

I have now had 3 players ask if I will attend the 24th World SF Convention in 
Cleveland this Labor Day, the Tricon. I am the chairman of the BALTIMORE IN 1967 
bidding committee. I will, of course, be at Tricon, and will appreciate your vote for 
BALTIMORE at the business meeting. I will arrive late, however, unless the airline 
strike is settled. Indeed, if it's not settled I may arrive early Sat. morning. How- 
ever, committeemen &, Diplomacy players Bounds and Owings will be there from the start. 

The final total on the Levinson proposal in XF came to 4-4-1 which should gnash 
some teeth. It still failed, 

Jerry Jacks has a novel way to beat the air strike from LA. He's phoned in every- 
move he's ordered. Last time was a daozy — he got me at work in Johns Hopkins com- 
puter center, even though the switchboard was closed down. How? How? 

Chalker wins for a year, by the way. I have received word from my draft board 
that my government considers me "essential to the proper maintainence of national 
health and welfare," at least until midsummer of 1967. Barring a state of national 
emergency, the thing is renewable, although they caught a Balticon Committeeman, Bill 
Osten, and he's now in basic. Some of us are critical to your country and some ain't. 

Schultz submitted conditional builds for XF. Dick, the way it works is, every 
fall you can submit 3 builds if you like. Build 1 and I take the first ordered build 
on your list. Build 2 and I take the first 2 ordered builds on your list, etc. 

XF maps are available at 10/25(S. I do not sell regular 7-man maps. 

With the air strike still on (and a pox on the AFM) all copies continue 1st 
class. 

I received the IDF constitution for ratification last week, and it was worse 
than I feared. They propose to standardize all rules (thus, to my mind, halting its 
evolution), teake rating systems (but to no end!), and insure games (a process which 
Don Miller in DIPLOMANIA aptly pointed out could bankrupt the EBDF for years to come. 
I am opposed to the IDF because it offers to kill or restrict the §ame — and wants 
to charge you for the honor. BARAD-DUR will never join such a proposal, although ii 
hope to remain on good terms with individual gamesmasters and 'zines, IDF &. not. 

Next issue, the BUILD/REMOVAL issue, I hope to have a revised and completely 
correct XF center/province/water-body roster to accurately match the map. In the 
meantime, remember than XF runs along Games Research's 7-man rules, so take care 
how you move!

STILL MORE XF PROPAGANDA 

Paris: The Minister of State for Foreign Affairs has announced a call for a 
peace conference to be held in Paris over the first Monday in September; all West- 
ern Powers are scheduled to attend. 

Orly Farm, southwest of METZ (AP): From this height the entire panorama of the 
French drive for Metz is visible. A mile to the southeast lies the spearpoint of the 
drive up the Seiile Volley, lying in the cluster of Frtiyelle Fme and the railroad 
bridge. Tu the went liea the Valley of the Shadow of Death, otherwise known official- 
ly as tho Cut. of the Gravelotte, a heavily wooded, very steep vale which has stopped 
the French drive dead. A cloud of flies and birds hang over the smoky valley, drawn 
there by the some 75,000 Frenchmen cut down by the interlocking fire of the German 
pillboxes, howitzer bunkers, and tunnels cut through the valley sides in preparation 
for the day when the French would come back. To the southeast the valley of the 5ei- 
lle is a smoking ruin, one shell after another ranging the French salient constantly 
by day, flares interspersed over the Vale of Tears by night. Fire from almost a 
thousand pieces of artillery range in on the mangled terrain below, in perfect view 
of the Germans and their green-painted observation turrets and bunkers in the high 
slopes of the Bois de Vezon to the south and the Bois de I'Hopital to the east of 
the Seille. .General Falkayn boasted that there are almost 3000 bunkers, pillboxes, 
and reinforced concrete artillery embrasures facing the French salient of 5eille, 
making it into the greatest deathtrap conceived since ancient times. He boasted that 
the French are losing 5000 men a day in the Salient and another 3000 a day before 
the Bois de Vexon and the Bois de I'Hopital. The French, claim to have driven three 
and a half miles deep into German territory at the point of the Salient in the last 
5 months. ...
